—Ask a cigar smoker sometime 
what goes into the making of his 
“stogie” and he’ll probably tell you 
tobacco. 
He won t be wrong by 
a long shot, but his answer cer­ 
tainly will be inadequate— for into 
just the wrapping has gone a 
product and an operation that in 
itself is a complete science; the 
raising of shade grown tobacco. 
For many years, up to 1900 in 
fact, cigar wrappers were of the 
imported variety because Ameri­ 
cans could not find a spot in the 
whole of their great land that 
would grow tobacco of the type 
needed. 
Strangely enough, only a few 
places on earth can grow shade 
tobacco. 
In Arpenca most of it 
la raised in the Connecticut river 
valley with a small amount com­ 
ing from a strip of land along the 
Georgia-Florida border.

• 
ONE of the most expensive of 
a1) agricultural products, wrapper 
tobacco since the war has cost as 
much os $2,600 an acre to produce. 
It must be grown under tents — 
huge cheesecloth affairs that cover 
hundreds of acres of Connecticut 
countryside. 
In 1947 It took 50 
million square **ards to cover the 
planted acreage, or all the cotton 
that was raised on 10,000 acres of 
Dixie soil. 
These tents are needed to pro­ 
duce an atmosphere similar to 
that of the 
tropica They 
shield 
the 
tender 
tobacco leaves 
from 
the 
burning rays of the sun and 
at the same time help maintain 
an average humidity some 20 de­ 
grees higher than that outside the 
tents. 
They provide, in fact, what ac­ 
tually amounts to the world’s larg­

humidifiers, blanketing some 
8,700 acres In the valley of the 
Connecticut river.

HUGE TENTS are supported 
by w'oodcn poles 12 feet long and 
aet about 30 feet apart in each 
direction.

Cheese­ 
cloth, In sheets 400 Inches wide, 
is then pulled by hand over the 
wires, stretched and sewn. 
For more than 300 years New 
Englanders have been raising fine 
tobacco, studying and improving 
their brands, until today Connec­ 
ticut Shade is known the world 
over for its fine quality. 
From the planting of the seed 
beds to the final packing of the 
finished product each operation is 
handled with exacting care and 
scientific approach. Seed beds are 
first of all sterilized with a pene­ 
trating chemical which bites deep 
into the ground, minimizing fun­ 
gal d i s e a s e s and 
weeds. 


Aa the seeds sprout and the 
tiny plants appear they are care­ 
fully nurtured under glass and 
only the strongest taken to the 
fields for planting. 
In the well 
fertilized valley soil, the robust 
young seedlings are set out by a 
machine which is run by a driver 
and four men. 
After the plants have taken hold 
they are cultivated and hoed much 
the same as other farm produce.

On a damp day the leaves ar* 
then taken down for shipment to 
the w-arehouse. The day must be 
damp so as to prevent cracking 
of the leaves, for a cracked or 
punctured leaf is about as worth­ 
less as a punctured balloon. 
In the warehouse the leaves go 
through a fermentation 
process 
which consists of placing them tn 
bulks with a thermometer in the 
center. As the tobacco ferments, 
the 
temperature 
rises 
until 
it 
reaches a certain point. 
Then the bulk la turned by tak­ 
ing the outside leaves and placing 
them on another platform so that 
these leaves become the Inside of a 
new bulk and the inside leaves of 
the old bulk become the outside 
of the new. 
This keeps up until the mois­ 
ture is virtually gone from the 
tobacco. It is then sorted, sized 
and tied; packed into bales ready 
for shipment to factories where it 
is made to fit a gentleman's fine 
cigar.

THE JEWISH people were in 
exile in Babylon for 70 years. 
In the meantime, the Persians 
had conquered Babylonia and in 
559 B. CL, Cyrus was king. Ten 
years later he became king of all 
Media, and his domain included 
Persia, the north Babylonian val­ 
ley, Armenia, and Asia Minor to 
the Halys river. 
Seventy years In exile in a 
strange land, among 
an 
alien 
people! And after ail these cen­ 
turies have passed, what do we 
see in the world ? Not Jews only, 
but people of many lands who 
have been transported forcibly 
from their homes into strange 
lands. 
Jerusalem had been de­ 
stroyed by the armies of Nebu­ 
chadnezzar in that far-off day, 
but, in this twentieth century, 
not only the people s temples, but 
their homes and even their towns. 
in Europe, now are only bombed 
out craters. Scorched earth and 
crumbling walls are all that is 
left of thoae homes. 
Some few of these displaced 
persons have found, homes in 
other countries since they were 


rusalem that Nebuchadnezzar had 
overthrown. All the precious ves­ 
sels belonging to the temple were 
to be returned to the priests and 
Zerubbabel, heir of the late exiled 
king. Jehoiachin, and the people 
of the land were ordered to give 
every help to the Jews to speed 
their return— not as entirely free 
people, but still as subjects of the 
Persians.

captivity and "went back home."

The work was interrupted in 
later years, however, by some 
peoples who resented the return 
cf the Israelites. They hypocrit­ 
ically offered to help with the 
budding and when they were not 
allowed to do so, they wrote to 
the king Artaxerxes accusing the 
Israelites of trying to renege on 
their taxes. 
Again we a re re­ 
minded of our own time when

In the year 530 B. C., King 
Cyrus of Persia made a procla­ 
mation and put it in w'rltlng, that 
the Jewish captives were to be 
allowed to go home and rebuild 
the temple—not the city—at Je* 


cause the Jew ish people yearn for

homeland and

Arabs fear them. 
Work on the t e m p l e was 
stopped for two years after this, 
but the prophets, Ezra and Hag- 
gai, encouraged Zerubbabel to be­ 
gin again, and the work was re­ 
sumed.

Current interest in psycholo g i c a I 
subjects and the spectacular his t o r v of 
Hess is likely to give the book a wide ap­ 
peal. It is significant, too, in revealing how 
dangerousjdistorted persons can be.

Testing Soil in Freedom Garden

THE FPEEDOM gardener who 
la planning to use land which ha* 
been lying idle for a long time 
should teat the soil before plant­ 
ing. 
Such 
testing 
will 
abow 
whether the aoli ta too acid or too 
alkaline. 
Samples of soil can be sent to 
your state agricultural experi­ 
ment station for an 
analysis. 
About a pint or more of soil 
should be sent. 
L The proper way to take a sam­ 
ple of garden soil for testing pur­ 
poses is illustrated in the accom­ 
panying G a r d e n . Graph. 
The 
method la aa follows: 
Make a V-shaped hole six or 
•even inches deep with a spade. 
Remove the loose soil and then 
cut a thin slice from the straight 
aide of the hole and spread the 
•oil on a clean piece of paper 
where It can dry out. 
Do not 
allow the soil sample to come in 
in t a c t with fertilizers, insecti­ 


cides or chemicals of any kind. 
A simple 
test to determine 
acidity or alkalinity of soil can 
be made by the Freedom gar­ 
dener himself by the use of litmus 
paper, as illustrated. 
— 
There are also available these 
days many borne garden soil-test­ 
ing kits. They are not expensive 
and come with complete direc­ 
tions for their use. Such kits may 
be purchased at seed or hardware 
stores which handle garden sup- 
pliea 
As a rule, sol) acidity in itself 
is not injurious, but the condition 
responsible for the extreme acid­ 
ity or alkalinity may be. Thus, a 
very acid soil is usually deficient 
In lime or calcium, while one 
which ta very sweet or alkaline 
usually bar an excess of lime and 
a deficiency of Iron. Either ex­ 
treme is equally detrimental to 
the growth of most kinds of 
plan ta
